ORDER 

New Delhi, the 17 th July 1969 

G.S.R, 1725.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essen¬ 
tial Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following Order further to amend the Northern Rice Zone (Movement Con¬ 
trol) Order, 1968, namely:— 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Northern Rice Zone (Movement Control) 
Amendment Order, 1969. 

(2) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 15th August, 1968. 

2. In the Northern Rice Zone (Movement Control) Order, 1968,— 

(i) in clause 1, in sub-clause (2), after the words “It extends to the States 

of” the words “Jammu and Kashmir”, shall be inserted; 

(ii) in clause 3, item (b) of the first proviso to sub-clause (2), shall be 

omitted; 

(lii) in the Schedule, after the words “The States of”, the words “Jammu 
and Kashmir”, shall be inserted. 
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Explanatory Memorandum 

The following is only an explanatory memorandum and does not form part 
of the Order:— 

The Northern Rice Zone (Movement Control) Order, 1968, was issued on 28th 
March, 1968, when the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), had not 
become applicable to the State of Jammu and Kashmir, However, by means of 
item (b) of first proviso to sub-clause (2) of clause 3 of the Order the State of 
Jammu and Kashmir was, in effect, linked to the other States and Union terri¬ 
tories comprising the Northern Rice Zone. The present amendment Order mere¬ 
ly seeks to include the State of Jammu and Kashmir directly with in the scope 
of the Northern Rice Zone (Movement Control) Order, 1968. now that the Essen¬ 
tial Commodities Act, 1955, has become applicable to that State also with effect 
from 15th August, 1868. No one will suffer adversely by deeming this Order to 
have come into force on 15th August, 1908.
